Fifteen vonen collected around a table to 
reveal their feelings about work. Ic wasn't 
easy. Only a few experienced CR so it took 
awhile to dig In. Only one woman admitted 
she loved her work and It brought no prob* 
1cm; she didn't say anything else. There was 
lots of talk about the problem cauaed by "the 
enemy" and how women learned to deal with It. 
One woman said she spent S yrs seeking a way 
to change her life or her work. Soma vers Just 
beginning to realize there were things thay 
could do. There was talk of work in terms of 
.financial/emotional restrictions. One woman 
fait It impossible for the society to provide 
sny work for a woman that would be mesalngful. 
The CR ended when a woman read a long poam a- 
bouc Che agonies of her Job aa a housewife

The mont recent prol:leui i^ve 
encounterod is a controversial one 
stcnminp from v.-ork on the conf'jrunce 
itEclf . ' Women with technical skills 
nooded for the diince aid performo' r 
for Saturday nipht' a entort^innerit 
montioncd a fee when a«kod for their 
services. The fees weren't a lot 
and probably would be ns/rotiablo if 
WR had no ir-oney, but the idea that some 
viomo-n v/ould be paid for their work on 
the conference and others not bothi^^rn 
ne. 

I feci if soaie some women are 
paid ive are ju^piinp their work as 
imrortant and by not raylnr other 
women tve are fiving Icsn value to tiifir 
v/ork. Specifically, 'ii-; technical and . 
entert^inneii' v,or-k ic .ludred ;.s " :iTO- 
ffssional" esfnci'inv Evince tVese v/orron 
hnvo valuable sikills fc.-, other wcnien 
hnva. It is .'-enorall v ac-reod they 
should be paid, tut ivhn-t of the women 
planr^in^ tlic co-irnrn:ice , fo oiies tiieet- 
in.T every week, rumo;^/- around v/itli 
lei^flets'^, doi'T r.aili-^r^-, dcsi^infr 
ads, v/ritinfr pre!^.s rclu^.aes forculnting 
Xhii thoorctlcil frfimfwork of the con- 
ference, coovdinatin.T ivorkshot.n tmA 
sroak-outi;? Itm't this v.luable wori:? 
Isn't it professional v.orl: w'linh ro- 
quires certai'i skills an.l dedicetion 
oven thouph no one on the comiittee 
Sf^cificaily m^-kes h-^r livin^r r--s a 
"con^'Gronce planner"? 

Durinf p. discuaaion of this isDue 
Eomeonc said , "'.'.'ell , tlift coiiferonc: 
pliJinr rs hnvo full-time .inhs. — They 
don't need noney." This dossn't con- 
sider that our ccnferciicos would bo 
no lauc!: better if peoplii could work 
on them more or less full time, 
rather tlien having to sandwich 
in conference tasks v/ith their 
paid work. 

There are other issues sur- 
rounding that of v/hora should bo 
paid for movement work. V/hy am I 
workinr in the moverncnt at all — 

should monetary odpensation be a 
motivatinr factor? If I (Tot paid, 
who would employing me/payin" rae? 
Would 1 h'lve less autonomy and free- 
dom as an cmplover/einployeo situation 
mif:ht develop? '.'/ould a cortain small 
competitive elite of paid v/orkers de- 
velop? Would v/craen come to do move- 
ment v/ork just for the money? Would 
I lose ray enthusiasm if it became just 
another job I hi«i to do? iVhat are my 
values about money anyway? I Beem to 

thinV noney is incredibly corrupting. 
Does it have to be?

We women are victimiB of our society's 
value system in tli.'t go many of the 
^obs ne hold — hojre.vife , socrctary, roc.inl 
worker, teacher, r^-il friday, nurse, are 
amorphously structured multi-task and 
roulti-rf^sponsibil ity jobs with a lot 
of emotional strain but with little re- 
ward in terms of money, power or prestige 
in the value system set up by men. And 
it is almost a truism that fields of work 
in wliich men predorainite h-^'.ve mere stetus 
than do fields in which women predoninate. 

I worry about how this afi'ects us 
in the women's movement. V,'ill we pay 
our workers oecordinr to t^is nale value 
system? Secondly, do we judre our 
sisters by the work they do in the nale 
?/ork system pivinr- core or Icssi resiect 
to a wonan because of her profession 
or line of endeavor? Are some women ex- 
cluded or feel they may be excluded be- 
cause of this value system's playinr havoc 
with our prand ideas of sisterhood? 

As individuals, if v/e ?.re in a .iob 
that is not valued by the syston 

do we Internalir.e their 
feelinpTj about our job and develop nsf;- 
atlve feelings cbout ourselves?

a'.ion wouldn't corns up.

Firstly, 
in ray mind discrimination is not a 
simrle natter of a compa.ny siyinT 
forthrirhtl\ "v:o won't hire women 
for this dob."

It hat! taken root in more subtle 
fo-ms including the old s'and?ird of 
men not invitinr or not including 
women in docision-nakinf baaineae 
lunclies.

put on seme mako-up and ret a newKujrdij. 
She later called with a job but 
wouldn't f:3ve me the derails about 
it unless T assured her I did those 
thinf:E those thing's to make mys'::lf 
"Look beautiful." I Vung up on her 
and soon after pot a job dressed 
exactly an I dresred when I saw her. 
But hei' wanting me to dress for the 
sole purpose of makinjr myself attrac- 
tive to men is a form of sexual 
harassment. So was it a form of sex- 
ual harassment when once at a coiiipany 
one woman who dressed and looked in a 
way the men found v..r.v attractive 
would be taken to meetings with the 
client while women wlio dressed more 
independently would be left behind with 
the paperwork. 

Of cou-se, one woman benefited from 
this forci of sexu^il harassment and some- 
times women can benefit in the short 
run by roin^ alonr with it. But hov/ 
can this Ve turned ai-ound so that women 
can see it's only a short tern fain 
and that it >iU''ts all v/omen and can 
even turn against them bv punlsliing 
those women who resist? It also per- 
petuates tlic notions that suecersful 
.women liavo ochieved tiieir position 
because they're r-^-etty or bocauFc 
they've slept with the boss. Hov/ can 
support r.yfitems he dovelopod so there 
is a lonr te?'n pain i'or all women who 
resist sexual hnrassmont? 

V/ell, J could ,ro on and on. All 
of th^se are hfird protlemo and some 
are sticky issues. I'm sure maiiy 
v/oraen have their own ideas and ■'nsiphts 
and questions about them. See you at 
the 8pr!f'koi:t '.

I find all of thla very exciting. More 
and more women are relating to us and < 
the Idea of radical femlnlam. They are 
not afraid of or put off by our name.

Inez IB here meeting women and talking 
■bout her case. Here la our evening: 

Inez Telia What Happened March 14 , 1974 
That dajr, Cvo nen I didn't know caaie to 
■ee my roommate Freddie. Itiey haraaaed 
me and vhen I vent to let them out, they 
■aid ve'll show you what "hometown boya" 
are like. They took ma out and raped me. 
One of them, Luia Castillo (17) had his 
friend. Miguel Jimlnez (21} who was 300 
pounds hold me down. They tore my blouae, 
they hurt ae and raped me. Then I went 
back to the houae. Those two men, who 
went to their friend's house, called me 
on the phone. All three Insulted me and 
said they would kill me If I didn't 
leave town. They aald what happened was 
a scare and It would be worse If I dldnt 
get out. So I was in a rage. I took my 
son'a .22 (rifle) down to the atreet and 
they were there. Jlminez then threw a 
knife at me, and I was very lucky It mis- 
sed. But I didn't nlss him. Z shot him 
and killed him, but I couldn't shoot Cas- 
tillo who ran down the street. It was 
only 13 minutes that this whole thing 
happened, after they raped me. 



What Soledad — the "Hometown'— Is Like 
Inez had mentioned the rapiats boasting ' 
of "hometown" boys so I aaked her what 
that meant. Inez said they are young man of 
the town--Soledad born and ralaed. They are 
called "pochos" or natives — Spanlah alxed 
with American who haved in that area for a 
long time. They are the sons of Influential 
farm famlllea who contract out labor. They 
are very prejudiced, especially against Lat- 
inaa, Chlcanoa who, also Spanish, are not 
"hometown." Inez, who was born in Spanish 
Harlen in New York at 106th Street, said she 
kept herself aloof from the "pochos." Inez 
was living and working In Soledad (Calif.) to 
be near her huaband aervlng time in Soledad 
Prison *t the time of the rape and shooting. 

Inez Talka About Her Family 
My husband was sent from Soledad, after the 
rape, to Florida where he is serving parole 
now. He la helping me. Hei changed. He feels 
guilty about the rape. But he's a "machismo." 
He has not changed that way. He felt upset 
when women hug and kiss me who have been to 
aee me in priaon. But they are my beat aup- 
porters. My family at first didn't like my 
talking about the rape, but then when I 
spend tine in prison they were understanding. 
They felt I had enough punishment. My family 
helped me all along. My ton, who waa 11 
then, haa been with them in New York. 

Inez Tells of Her Support 

All along women, ooatly lesbians, started to 
help me and atayed with me. Now other women 
and men are coming to help. The third world 
women are getting involved, but not so much 
at first. My own friend who was at the houae 
when the man came and harassed me ran out and 
then teatlfled against me, but at the trial 
she said the truth at the and. Elaine Brown 
of the Black Panthers helped me to bring the 
rape out, to the public. So skany woman write

to me saying they couldn't say it, that they 
had been raped. So I feeib I'm saying it for a 
lot of u8 . Ue've been ke^t quiet for too long. 

Inez Describes the Case 

I went to ny friend's houae after they raped me 
and we call the police. I didn't aay at flrat I 
was raped; just that they got freah with me. Then 
I told them. I tried to talk to the matron. She 
aaid "she wasn't there to hear my story." I ask- 
ed to aee a doctor but they didn't aend me to 
the hospital for four daya. The doctor there 
said to me "it's all In your head." 

At the trial when the man threw a knife at nc 
waa hardly brought out. But In the new trial it 
will be grounds for self-defense. They never 
pressed chsrges againat Castillo who raped me, 
and who was joking on the atand. If I win the 
new trial I will preas charges against him. 

I waa charged with first-degree murder. I waa 
convicted of aecond-degree murder. I served al- 
ready 20 montha of my sentence which waa 3 years 
to life. The Judge wouldn't hear testimony about 
rape. There were 7 women and 3 men on the Jury. 
One of the Jurors said that rape wae "Juat 
giving a woman a good time." 

I won the appeal for a new trial because I did 
not get a fair trial. The new trial will be held 
early thia aumer. We are trying to get a change 
of venue from Soledad to San Franciaco. 

What Inez Needs 

The new trial for which Inez haa a woman lawyer 
will coat from $60M-7GM. She needs funds. Ue can 
write lettera, devise fundraialng events, seek 
media Intarvlewa.
